Fraternity  Is  a  Laharatary 

The  college  fraternity  is  a  laboratory  which  is  committed,  primarily, 
to  the  practical  application  of  the  law  of  brotherly  love.  This  is  the  vital 
principle  of  Christianity  which  is  the  solution  of  the  international  crisis. 
In  the  experiences  of  college  fraternity  and  sorority  life  our  young  men 
and  young  women  may  get  the  social  training  that  will  fit  them  for  the 
new  era  of  international  relations  upon  which  the  world  is  entering 
with  wonderful  rapidity. 

The  interfraternity  relations  in  any  institution  furnish  many  striking 
parallels  to  the  social  and  psychological  elements  of  present  interna- 
tional relations.  These  adjustments,  rightly  made,  are  a  preparation  for 
the  international  mind.  It  is  not  an  accident  that  fraternity  life  during 
recent  years  has  grown  rapidly  along  with  internationalism.  Interna- 
tional relations  have  never  been  more  intensely  interesting  or  more 
critical  than  they  are  today. 

Successful  adjustment  of  international  relations  must  be  based  on 
the  principles  of  genuine  brotherly  love  as  interpreted  by  Jesus  of  Naza- 
reth. The  nations  must  follow  the  trend  of  the  smaller  groups  in  chang- 
ing from  competition  to  cooperation,  from  ignorance  and  misunder- 
standing to  mutual  understanding,  from  suspicion  to  merited  trust  and 
confidence,  from  jealous  guarding  of  rights  to  interchange  of  privileges 
and  responsibilities  that  will  be  mutually  helpful,  from  dislike  or  hatred 
to  genuine  fraternal  love.

With  the  death  of  Bob  Kelly  on  January  13, 
a  notable  career  was  ended  by  an  untimely  death.

Although  he  must  have  worked  close  to  24 
hours  a  day,  a  fact  that  undoubtedly  shortened 
his  life,  he  was  never  too  busy  to  help  someone 
in  need.  He  was  an  individualist,  a  staunch  be- 
liever in  the  American  way,  and  epitomized  the 
captain  of  industry  who  could  work  with  both 
his  head  and  heart.

The   Blessings    of   History 

I  enjoyed  reading  the  letter  from  George 
Bushnell,  V.M.I. ,  in  the  February  Journal.  My 
interest  was  aroused  for  two  reasons.  First,  I 
was  just  elected  president  of  Virginia  Epsilon 
Chapter  at  Washington  and  Lee;  and,  second,  I 
am  from  Chase  City. 

It  was  probably  Judge  Edward  Hudgins  that 
Brother  Bushnell  visited  on  that  summer  after- 
noon in  Chase  City.  He  lived  there  most  of  his 
life  and  was  a  charter  member  of  the  Fraterni- 
ty from  Richmond  College.  Judge  Hudgins, 
who  served  as  Chief  Justice  of  the  Virginia  Su- 
preme Court  for  many  years,  came  possibly  to 
be  one  of  Chase  City's  greatest  citizens  and  one 
of   Sigma    Phi    Epsilon's   greatest    brothers. 

The  old  hotel  grounds  have  been  replaced  by 
a  housing  development;  and  the  Chase  City 
Academy,  where  William  Hugh  Carter  (one  of 
the  Founders  of  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon)  taught 
after  he  left  college,  has  been  replaced  by  a 
lumber   yard. 

An  interesting  reference  to  Kiffin  Rockwell 
appears  in  The  Lafayette  Escadrille,  a  book 
written  by  Herbert  Molloy  Mason,  Jr.,  pub- 
lished last  year  by  Random  House.  It  follows: 

"In  1909,  Kiffin  became  a  'Brother  Rat'  at 
Virginia  Military  Institute,  partly  because  it 
was  the  alma  mater  of  Stonewall  Jackson.  He 
was  beaten  'regularly  and  religiously'  with 
bed  slats,  tin  dippers,  bayonets,  and  broom- 
sticks. On  Saturdays  he  would  walk  the  few 
hundred  yards  to  the  campus  of  Washington 
and  Lee  University  and  eat  lunch  with  his 
brother.  With  some  pride  Kiffin  showed  Paul 
his  'wound  stripes.'  Paul  'fairly  frothed  at  the 
mouth  with  rage  and  indignation,'  but  Kiffin 
only  laughed  drily  and  said  that  it  was  all  in 
the  game  and  was  the  only  way  to  make  men. 
A  year  later  Kiffin  received  an  appointment  to 
Annapolis,  but  turned  it  down  and  entered  the 
same  school   as  his   brother." 

The  book  in  which  this  passage  appears  is 
possibly  one  of  the  most  read  books  in  our 
chapter  library.  It  seems  to  sum  up  recollec- 
tions of  the  life  of  Sig  Eps  in  Lexington  when 
there  was  a  Virginia  Theta.  Paul  Ayres  Rock- 
well is  a  frequent  visitor  to  Virginia  Epsilon 
and  is  loved  by  the  brothers  who  have  come  to 
know  him.  He  has  done  more  than  his  share  to 
help  us,  especially  when  we  were  refounded  on 
campus  a  few  years  ago.  Many  times,  I  have 
heard  him  speak  of  such  experiences  when  he 
was    a    Sig    Ep    at    Washington    and    Lee.    He    is 


now  living  with  his  wife  in  Asheville,  N.C. 
Kiffin  Yates  Rockwell  will,  of  course,  always 
be  the  important  chapter  in  Virginia  Epsilon's 
history.  A  plaque  is  dedicated  to  him  and 
stands  in  Lee  ChapeL  This  is  one  of  the  two 
plaques  in  the  entire  chapel  placed  there  by  a 
fraternity. 

Next  year  marks  the  60th  Anniversary  of  the 
Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  Chapter  at  Washington  and 
Lee.  We  plan  to  use  this  occasion  for  a  re- 
vamping of  our  Alumni  Relations  program. 
One  of  the  things  we  are  planning  to  do  is  to 
contact  all  of  the  remaining  brothers  of  Vir- 
ginia Theta.  Headquarters  has  sent  us  the 
names  and  addresses  as  they  know  them,  and 
we  will  try  and  contact  them  in  the  near  fu- 
ture. Another  item  on  our  program  will  be  a 
compiling  of  a  chapter  history  for  this  chapter 
and  the  one  at  VMI,  so  any  information  you 
could   give   us  would  be  most  helpful. 

It  has  been  a  big  help  for  us  just  to  know 
that  there  are  VMI  alumni  that  are  interested.

Monmouth's  New  Philosophy 

of  Pled^in^

THE  fraternity  heritage  is  as  old  as  our  na- 
tion. The  Greek  fraternal  system  in  Amer- 
ica can  be  traced  back  to  1776  with  the  birth 
of  Phi  Beta  Kappa  at  William  and  Mary. 
Ever  since  that  time  the  fraternal  system  has 
been  looked  on  by  outsiders  with  much  skep- 
ticism. If  our  chapters  are  to  succeed  in  the 
years  to  come,  we  must  put  more  meaning 
into  our  pledge  programs.  As  we  all  know, 
pledging  is  the  life  blood  of  our  fraternity. 
Here  at  Monmouth  we  have  initiated,  over 
the  past  four  years,  a  sweeping  change  in  our 
attitude  towards  pledges  and  the  whole 
pledge  program  in  general. 


This  chapter  has  replaced 
"the  usual  meaningless  portions 
of  pledge  material"  with 
instructions  which  will  form 
a  stronger  brotherhood 


We  began  this  change  by  replacing  the  tra- 
ditional Hell  Week  with  a  Construction 
Week.  The  pledge  now  spends  five  days  doing 
constructive  work  for  the  house,  rather  than 
five  days  of  continual  mental  and  physical 
hazing.  But  this  is  only  the  first  step.  By  the 
time  a  pledge  reaches  his  Construction  Week, 
his  ideals  and  goals  of  fraternal  living  have 
already  been  formed  in  his  mind.  This 
change  in  the  philosophy  of  pledging  must 
begin  the  moment  a  man  is  pledged. 

We  strongly  feel  that  any  aspect  of  the 
pledge  program  which  the  active  chapter 
cannot  explain  the  reasoning  behind,  has  no 


place  in  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon.  The  pledge  of 
today  has  a  right  to  know  the  "why"  behind 
the  things  he  is  made  to  do.  Our  purpose  in 
pledgeship  is  to  build  a  stronger  chapter,  not 
to  entertain  any  childish  whims  of  the  active 
chapter. 

Pledge  material  has  a  very  real  place  in 
the  education  of  a  pledge.  We  have  tried  to 
give  our  pledges  material  which  can  have 
real  meaning  in  helping  them  attain  active 
membership  in  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon.  The  usual 
meaningless  portions  of  pledge  material  have 
been  replaced  with  instruction  which  will 
form  a  stronger  brotherhood. 

Here  at  Monmouth,  the  key  of  our  pledge 
program  is  responsibility.  By  this  I  mean 
responsibility  to  the  individual  pledge  him- 
self and  responsibility  to  the  fraternity.  We 
do  not  try  to  mold  our  pledge  into  the  image 
of  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon,  because  as  I  see  it, 
there  is  no  one  image  of  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon. 
We  are  unified  in  our  fraternal  ideals  and 
goals  but  not  in  our  personalities  and  out- 
looks on  life.  The  fraternity  has  a  right  to 
demand  changes  in  social  and  moral  conduct 
but  this  is  as  far  as  it  goes.  We  have  no  right 
to  demand  that  pledges  think  as  we  do. 

We  often  hear  much  about  the  shroud  of 
conformity  which  hangs  over  a  fraternity.  But 
if  anyone  really  looks  into  a  fraternity,  they 
will  find  a  melting  pot  of  ideas  and  personal- 


ities. At  Monmouth  we  try  to  benefit  from  the 
ideas  of  our  pledges,  but  we  do  not  try  to 
mold  them  into  some  image  of  a  "fraternity 
man." 

Our  main  goal  in  pledging  is  to  instill  in 
the  pledge  a  love  for  the  fraternity.  A  pledge 
who  does  not  have  a  devotion  to  the  fraterni- 
ty will  never  work  for  the  house  as  an  active. 
A  pledge  must  learn  that  he  will  receive  from 
a  fraternity  that  which  he  puts  into  it. 

Our  pledge  class  is  organized  as  an  active 
chapter  in  miniature.  The  pledge  class  com- 
mittee chairmen  work  along  with  the  respec- 
tive active  chapter  committees.  We  try  to 
make  the  pledges  an  integral  part  of  the 
house  by  giving  them  an  opportunity  to  help 
plan  the  activities  of  the  fraternity. 

This  year  we  have  adopted  a  pledge  scho- 
lastic review  board  consisting  of  the  Dean  of 
Men,  the  faculty  adviser,  the  chapter  presi- 
dent and  the  pledge  educator.  This  board 
meets  with  pledges  having  scholastic 
difficulties,  ascertains  the  problems,  and  pro- 
poses steps  to  correct  them.  Scholarship  is 
approached  on  an  individual  basis.  We  do  not 
require  study  hours.  Our  pledges  are  encour- 
aged to  study  in  the  house  and  to  seek  actives 
for  help  in  their  course  work.  This  individual 
approach  has  helped  our  pledge  classes  to 
win  the  IFC  pledge  scholarship  award  five 
out  of  the  last  six  years,  not  to  mention  that

the  active  chapter  has  won  the  IFC  chapter 
scholarship  award  15  consecutive  times.  We 
have  attempted  to  demonstrate  to  the  pledge 
that  studies  balanced  with  the  proper  amount 
of  extracurricular  activities  will  yield  the 
best  results. 

Our  big  brother  system  has  been  imple- 
mented by  meetings  of  the  big  brothers  as 
well  as  pledge  board  meetings  scheduled 
twice  a  week.  The  pledge  meets  formally 
once  a  week  with  his  big  brother  to  fill  out  a 
big  brother  report.  This  report  includes  the 
progress  of  the  pledge  in  scholastic  and  so- 
cial endeavors.  Any  problems,  questions  or 
ideas  which  the  pledge  may  have  are  report- 
ed as  well  as  the  big  brother's  evaluation  of 
the  pledge's  progress.  These  reports  are  then 
informally  discussed  in  pledge  board  and  a 
formal  report  is  then  given  to  the  active 
chapter  at  the  following  chapter  meeting. 

The  success  of  our  pledge  program  has 
been  due,  in  part,  to  the  fact  that  the  pro- 
gram is  a  complete  fraternity  effort.  All  of 
the  brothers  take  part,  in  some  form  or  other, 
in  the  implementation  of  the  program.  We 
have  made  it  a  practice  for  about  seven  or 
eight  actives  to  talk  individually  with  the 
pledges  each  week.  This  gives  the  actives  a 
chance  to  know  the  pledges  better  and  to 
help  the  pledges  clear  up  some  of  their  prob- 
lems. No  chapter  can  expect  a  strong  pledge 
program  unless  the  entire  active  chapter  is 
behind  it  and  cooperates  with  the  pledge 
board. 

One  point  which  many  fraternities  have 
failed  to  grasp  is  that  the  pledges  are  in  no 
way  inferior  to  the  actives.  The  pledges  are 
subordinate   to   the   active   chapter   from   the 


viewpoint  that  they  are  seeking  the  brother- 
hood of  the  active  chapter,  but  none  of  them 
is  any  less  of  a  person  just  because  he  is  a 
pledge.  We  have  found  that  the  best  results 
are  obtained  when  pledges  are  treated  like 
men  and  not  like  children.  The  purpose  of 
pledging  is  to  build  the  fraternity.  If  we  ex- 
pect initiates  to  act  like  men,  we  must  treat 
them  as  men  while  they  are  pledges.  Childish 
actions  have  more  than  once  been  the  death 
of  a  fraternity. 

One  of  the  things  we  strive  for  in  our 
pledge  program  is  to  instill  in  the  pledge  the 
idea  of  brotherhood.  We  feel  that  there  is  no 
correct  view  of  the  brotherhood  of  Sigma  Phi 
Epsilon  but  that  it  is  essential  that  the 
pledge  grasp  a  meaning  for  himself.  If  a  fra- 
ternity is  only  a  dorm,  then  it  has  no  place  in 
the  college  life  of  today.  By  the  time  a 
pledge  is  initiated  he  should  have  an  idea  of 
what  the  purpose  and  the  existence  of  Sigma 
Phi  Epsilon  really  is  to  those  who  have  en- 
tered its  halls. 

Finally,  I  would  observe  that  in  the  pledge 
class  will  be  found  the  youth  and  drive  which 
will  lead  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  to  even  greater 
heights  in  the  years  ahead.  We  must  instill  in 
our  pledges  the  same  feeling  our  Founders 
had  as  they  gathered  together  in  Richmond, 
Virginia,  in  the  dawning  hours  of  the  twen- 
tieth century.

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The  Making

ANY  people  think  the  making  of  a  man 
consists  of  the  physical  and  mental 
side.  These  are  essential,  but  not  enough.  We 
need  to  look  to  the  moral  and  spiritual  side  if 
a  man  is  to  be  a  man  of  character.  One  of  the 
first  things  in  the  building  of  character  is  a 
foundation  of  solid  rock  which  I  think  is  pro- 
vided in  truthfulness. 

Dr.  Charles  Hodge  says,  "Truth  is  the  very 
foundation  of  all  moral  perfections  of  God, 
that  without  it  they  cannot  be  conceived  as 
existing."  Truth  is  always  right — lie  always 
wrong.  Whenever  we  find  a  person  is  false  to 
us.  we  lose  confidence  in  him. 

We  read  in  the  Bible:  "Six  things  doth  the 
Lord  hate,  yea,  seven  are  an  abomination 
unto  him  ...  A  proud  look,  a  lying  tongue." 
If  it  is  an  abomination  unto  God,  then  we 
should  keep  it  from  our  lives. 

Robert  E.  Speer  says,  "Lies  are  inconsis- 
tent with  the  character  of  God,  so  ought  it  be 
with  us." 

To  be  a  real  Christian  man  and  to  develop 
character,  a  person  must  lead  a  clean  life. 
There  are  many  ways  to  improve  it: 

Thought :  "As  a  man  thinketh  in  his  heart, 
so  is  he." 

Eye:  Have  no  desire  to  see  impure  things. 

Ear:  Have  no  desire  to  hear  them. 

Courage:  To  have  strength  to  say  "no"  in 
times  of  temptation. 


Live  a  life  of  service:  To  strive  to  say  with 
Isaiah,  "Here,  Lord,  send  me." 

I  hear  you  say,  "I  am  not  prepared" — -I 
say,  "Do  your  best  and  He  will  honor  it,"  and 
reply,  "Well  done,  thou  good  and  faithful 
servant." 

We  must  learn  to  make  God's  will  our  will. 
A  person  may  have  all  the  attributes  I  have 
mentioned  and  if  he  leaves  out  God  his  life 
will  still  be  a  failure.  Christ  says,  "If  any 
man  will  come  after  me,  let  him  deny  him- 
self, and  follow  me."  It  is  God's  intention 
that  it  would  be  our  determination  to  carry 
out  His  will. 

There  are  four  essential  characteristics  in  a 
rightly  rounded  Christian.  I  mean  essential  in 
the  same  sense  as  light  is  essential  to  the  eye, 
sound  to  the  ear,  and  air  to  the  lungs.

During  the  recent  campaign,  Johnson 
stopped  at  Evansville  to  meet  the  first  lady, 
Lady  Bird,  and  to  speak  to  30.000  in  atten- 
dance at  Evansville's  Dress  Memorial  Airport. 

Brother  Jerry  D.  Lawrence  presented  the 
award  to  the  President  at  the  conclusion  of 
his  speech.  More  than  50  brothers  were  in- 
cluded in  the  audience  of  30,000  viewing  the 
presentation.

ON  the  morning  of  December  23,  1903,  a 
handful  of  representatives  from  six  of 
the  then  existing  eight  chapters  arrived  at 
Richmond,  Va.

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dollar  and  became  effective  February  1,  1904. 

One  by  one  the  years  have  passed;  many 
things  have  changed.  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  has 
since  held  28  Conclaves  in  21  different  cities 
and  vacation  spots  across  the  nation  (one  of 
these  in  Canada),  each  one  forming  a  little 
more  of  the  policy  responsible  for  the  growth 
and  success  which  is  the  Fraternity's  heritage 
today. 

By  the  morning  of  August  28,  1965, 
hundreds  of  alumni  and  representatives  from 
the  160  undergraduate  chapters  across  the

National  Housing  Corporation  The  charter,  the  by-laws,  proposed  changes  in 
the  Book  of  Laws,  and  informational  material  have  been  submitted  to  the  chapters  and 
national  officers  for  their  voting  in  regard  to  the  incorporation  of  the  Fraternity's  Housing 
Loan  Fund.  Following  a  two-year  study  of  present  and  future  chapter  housing  needs,  the 
National  Board  of  Directors  proposed  this  forward-looking  legislation  because: 

1.  The  basic  structure,  form,  and  procedures  of  the  present  Housing  Loan  Fund  will  be 
continued  under  the  proposed  modification. 

2.  The  incorporation  will  allow  greater  flexibility  for  investing  in  new  or  improved 
chapter  house  construction  and  thereby  meet  present  and  future  housing  needs  more 
effectively. 

3.  The  corporation  will  be  a  wholly-owned  subsidiary  of  the  Grand  Chapter. 

4.  The  house  financing  done  by  the  new  corporation  will  not  become  a  contingent 
liability  against  Grand  Chapter  assets  as  is  now  the  case.  The  new  corporation's  liabilities 
will  be  limited  to  the  amount  of  its  own  assets. 

5.  An  application  for  tax-exempt  status  will  be  made  for  the  corporation ;  if  this  request 
is  approved,  members  can  then  make  tax-deductible  contributions  to  the  corporation  for 
their  own  chapter's  housing. 

Clearly,  we  have  a  great  responsibility  to  see  that  our  Fraternity  chapters  have  good 
competitive  homes  with  more  than  just  adequate  study  and  living  facilities.  Moreover,  we 
are  being  challenged  by  other  fraternities  with  their  housing  programs  and  by  the  colleges 
and  universities  with  their  imposing — sometimes  magnificent — dormitories.  This  proposed 
legislation  will  enable  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  to  meet  that  challenge.

THE    1964   NIC 

Inspiration  and  information  which  might 
help  campus  fraternity  leaders  in  "Building 
for  Tomorrow"  were  generously  provided  at 
the  56th  annual  NIC  at  Cincinnati  on  Decem- 
ber 3-5.  An  aggregate  800  undergraduates, 
graduates,  and  college  and  university  person- 
nel officials  made  it  the  largest  interfraternity 
conference  ever  held.  The  National  Confer- 
ence of  Interfraternity  Councils,  whose  pro- 
gram is  conducted  by  the  College  Fraternity 
Secretaries  Association,  was  an  undergradu- 
ate assembly,  while  NIC  sessions,  except  for 
the  events  held  jointly  were  a  graduate  as- 
sembly. 

The  Greeks  were  informed  that  the 
stepped-up  demands  of  tomorrow's  world 
will  require  them  to  assume  a  more  responsi- 
ble role  than  in  the  past.  The  brunt  of  frater- 
nity leadership  is  increasingly  being  placed 
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on  the  campus  on  the  shoulders  of  an  IFC 
whose  leaders  will  actually  lead. 

There  were  excellent  panels  on  the  peren- 
nial topics,  in  which  deans,  fraternity  gradu- 
ates, and  IFC  leaders  participated. 

Dean  Glen  T.  Nygreen,  2  A  E,  speaking  as 
a  sociologist,  said,  "We  in  fraternity  life  and 
work  are  occupied  with  what  scholars  are 
only  beginning  to  understand."  He  said  we 
must  communicate  in  a  way  so  that  scholars 
do  understand  the  deep  meanings  and  do 
grasp  the  high  values  of  fraternity. 

President  David  D.  Henry,  $  K  ^,  of  the 
University  of  Illinois,  on  "The  Changing  Uni- 
versity" said:  "The  Greek  system  grew  in 
strength  when  it  identified  itself  completely 
with  the  purposes  of  higher  education.  Its  ca- 
pacity for  change  and  adaptation  to  larger 
purpose  has  broken  the  hold  of  passing  con- 
ventions and  given  the  Greek  system  its  vital- 
ity." 

But  he  concluded  that  even  in  the  changing 
university,  brotherhood,  friendship,  and  the 
moral  virtues,  which  were  the  founding  pre- 
cepts, will  remain  the  guiding  precepts  for 
fraternity  success  of  the  future. 

Governor  Mark  Hatfield  of  Oregon,  B,  0  11, 
warned  that  fraternities  are  not  adapting 
themselves  studiously  enough  to  the  new 
influences  in  the  American  university  system. 
He  praised  them,  however,  for  being  "the  last 
frontier  against  the  menace  of  the  herd,"  for 
possessing  "a  distinctive  idealism,  as  its 
greatest  asset,"  and  for  providing  "a  founda- 
tion for  spiritual  dimension." 

Sig  Ep  Participation 

Several  Sig  Eps  did  important  jobs  for  the 
Conference.  Robert  W.  Kelly,  NIC  president 
in  1963,  was  chairman  of  the  Nominating 
Committee;  Bedford  W.  Black,  chairman  of 
the  Law  Committee  which  introduced  impor- 
tant resolutions;  Donald  M.  Johnson,  chair- 
man of  the  Undergraduate  Activities  Commit- 
tee;   and  C.  Maynard  Turner,  a  member  of 


the  conference  arrangements  committee. 

In  the  undergraduate  program,  John  Rob- 
son  conducted  the  IFC  publication  critiques 
and  Barrel  D.  Brittsan  the  IFC  movie  pro- 
gram; W.  Stewart  Minton  and  Charles  Hart- 
mann  were  panelists  on  rush  procedures;  and 
Robert  Ewalt  served  as  a  consultant. 

On  Saturday,  the  fraternities  held  lun- 
cheons. Sigma  Phi  Epsilon's  was  an  informal 
get-together  where  those  present  introduced 
themselves  and  chatted  with  their  neighbors.

In  The  World  of  Bees  (Coward-McCann, 
$5.75),  Murray  Hoyt,  Middlebury,  has  writ- 
ten the  same  kind  of  fascinating,  eye-opening 
account  of  a  natural  phenomenon  as  Rachel 
Carson  wrote  in  The  Sea  Around  Us. 

This  work  is  as  entertaining  and  yet  as 
solidly  packed  with  sound  information  as  the 
author's  recently  published  The  Fish  in  My 
Life.  It  is  the  product  of  a  skillful  profes- 
sional writer  who  also  happens  to  be  a  rec- 
ognized apiculturist  who  has  kept  bees  since 
childhood.  He  traces  the  importance  of  the 
honey  bee  to  man,  explains  the  essential  role 
played  by  bees  in  agriculture,  and  relates  all 
the  wondrous  ways  in  which  they  live.

He  is  credited, 
also,  with  influencing  federal  legislation  in  a 
favorable  way.  He  was  called  to  Washington 
to  testify  at  the  hearings  in  1938,  which  re- 
sulted in  substantial  codification  of  the  tax 
laws  in  1942,  giving  a  real  impetus  to  profit- 
sharing. 

Friedlander  is  a  trustee  of  the  oldest  private 
teachers'  college  in  the  United  States,  the  Na- 
tional College  of  Education,  Evanston.

EVENTS    OF   DISTINCTION 
IN   THE    EOrCATIONAL   FIELD 

An  undergraduate  residence  hall  at  Columbia 
University  will  be  named  in  honor  of  the  late 
Harry  J.  Carman,  Syracuse,  '09,  nationally- 
known  educator  and  graduate  and  former 
teacher  at  his  alma  mater. 

Dr.  Carman  who  died  last  December  re- 
turned to  SU  in  1914  to  take  his  master's  de- 
gree and  remained  as  an  instructor  and  then 
assistant  professor  of  history  until  1919  when 
as  a  candidate  for  a  doctoral  degree  he  began 
his  long  association  with  Columbia  University. 
There  he  became  a  full  professor  of  history 
in  1931  and  was  named  dean  of  Columbia 
College  in  1943  in  which  post  he  continued 
until  retiring  from  administrative  duties  in 
1950. 

Dr.  William  J.  Hausler,  Jr.,  Kansas,  has 
been  named  director  of  the  Iowa  State  Hy- 
gienic Laboratory  at  the  University  of  Iowa. 
He  has  been  acting  director. 

An  assistant  professor  of  preventive  medi- 
cine and  environmental  health  in  the  medical 
college,  he  is  also  principal  bacteriologist  in 
the  hygienic  laboratory,  a  position  he  as- 
sumed in  1958. 


A.  E.  Dick  Howard,  Richmond,  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  Virginia  law  faculty,  has  written  a 
55-page  commemorative  book,  Magna  Carta, 
Text  and  Commentary,  as  part  of  the  ob- 
servance of  the  Great  Charter's  150th  birth- 
day. 

In  an  editorial  praising  Dr.  Howard's 
work,  the  Richmond  Times-Dispatch  called 
attention  to  its  lesson  for  today  in  these 
words: 

"To  King  John  and  to  the  barons,  the 
Magna  Carta  seemed  like  nothing  more  than 
a  practical,  perhaps  even  temporary,  solu- 
tion to  a  practical  problem.  The  Magna 
Carta  appeared  so  insignificant  that  it  was 
nearly  forgotten.  But  four  centuries  after 
John  issued  it,  Parliament  remembered  and 
invoked  it  against  the  crown.  Parliament  was 
challenging  the  growing  powers  of  the  Stuart 
kings,  and  the  Magna  Carta  offered  a  needed 
political  precedent,  an  example  that  the 
people  could  limit  the  crown's  authority.  As 
a  result  the  Magna  Carta  became  a  founda- 
tion stone  of  the  English-speaking  democra- 
cies. 

"Mr.  Howard  notes  that  *it  is  but  a  short 
step  from  practicality  to  moderation  and 
from  moderation  to  tolerance.'  In  John's  case 
the   crown   was   moderating  its   own   powers

over  the  barons  and  the  people.  Today  the 
people  theoretically  are  the  sovereigns.  Yet, 
the  people's  desire  to  correct  all  our  so- 
called  injustices — economic,  social,  and  po- 
litical— often  tempts  them  into  the  'practical' 
solution  of  government  action.  In  doing  this 
they  sometimes  set  precedents  that  moderate 
their  own  sovereignty  over  the  state.  And 
from  this  moderation  comes  their  toleration 
of  the  state's  sovereignty  over  themselves. 

"Government  as  we  know  it  is  based  on 
precedent.  And  the  seemingly  innocent,  un- 
important acts  of  today  are  precedents  for 
tomorrow." 

Dr.  Douglas  G.  Gemeroy,  professor  emeri- 
tus of  zoology  at  Rutgers,  retired  in  June, 
1963,  but  has  continued  his  work  with  the 
chapter  where  he  was  initiated  as  an  honor- 
ary member  in  1948.  He  and  his  charming 
wife  were  house  parents  from  1946  until 
1949.  When  the  alumni  householding  board 
was  reorganized  in  1951  Doc  Gemeroy  was 
elected  a  member  and  has  served  faithfully 
since. 

In  April,  1964,  his  work  with  the  Cancer 
Society  was  climaxed  when  he  received  the 
American  Cancer  Society's  Bronze  Medal,  the 
national    society's    highest    award    "for    dis- 


tinguished service  in  cancer  control."  He  was 
president  of  the  New  Jersey  Division  in  1962 
and  1963. 

Following  graduation  from  high  school  in 
Ontario,  Canada,  in  1915  Dr.  Gemeroy  joined 
the  Royal  Highlander  Black  Watch  and  went 
overseas  with  the  Canadian  Expeditionary 
Forces  in  World  War  I.  Prolonged  action  and 
injuries  on  the  battlefront  caused  his  return 
home  in  1918  with  an  expectation  of  two 
blighted  years  to  live.  An  indomitable  love 
of  participating  sports  carried  him  through  a 
rugged  convalescence  and  in  the  next  14 
years  he  traveled  across  Canada  skating, 
playing  semi-pro  baseball,  lacrosse,  teaching 
in  one  room  schools,  directing  YMCA  physi- 
cal education  programs  and  supervising  win- 
ter sports  at  the  Chateau  Frontenac,  Quebec. 

In  1932  he  entered  the  University  of  New 
Brunswick  where  he  earned  his  B.S.  That 
was  followed  with  a  M.S.  in  hematology  from 
the  University  of  Western  Ontario  and  his 
doctorate  from  Rutgers  University  in  1941. 
A  second  army  service  commenced  in  1942 
with  the  United  States  Army  at  the  Boston 
Port  of  Embarkation.  There  he  remained  un- 
til 1946  when  he  returned  to  the  Rutgers 
campus  to  continue  his  teaching  in  compara- 
tive anatomy  and  genetics.  Through  the 
years  Doctor  Gemeroy  has  been  associated 
with  the  Rutgers  Serological  Museum  and 
with  its  directors.  Dr.  Alan  Boyden  and  Dr. 
Ralph  DeFalco,  has  traveled  throughout  the 
world  collecting  blood  serums  for  the  mu- 
seum. 

Indiana  State  at  Terre  Haute  recently  in- 
itiated two  honorary  members.  The  Rev.  Al- 
bert Allan  Harlan,  associate  rector  of  St. 
Stephen's  Episcopal  Church,  received  his  A.D. 
degree  from  Butler  University  and  attended 
Depauw  University  and  Bexley  Hall,  the  De- 
vinity  School  of  Kenyon  College.  Reverend 
Harlan  received  his  B.D.  degree  from  Butler 
University  School  of  Philosophy  and  Reli- 
gion. He  was  ordained  a  priest  in  the  Diocese 
of  Indiana  in  1952.  He  served  as  rector  of  St. 
Andrew's  Church  on  the  Depauw  campus 
and  spent  three  years  as  chaplain  at  the  Ind- 
iana State  Farm.  For  the  past  five  years  he 
has  served  as  campus  minister  for  St.  Ste- 
phen's Church. 
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Dr.  John  Willard  Truitt,  Sr.,  dean  of 
students  at  I.S.U.,  received  his  B.S.  and  M.S. 
in  education  from  Mississippi  State  Univer- 
sity and  his  Ed.D.  from  Michigan  State. 
While  at  Mississippi  State  he  served  as  as- 
sistant football  coach,  and  he  served  as  dean 
of  men  at  Michigan  State  before  coming  to 
I.S.U. 

Malcolm  Applegate,  Kansas,  '59,  instruc- 
tor in  journalism,  news  service  writer,  and 
adviser  for  the  State  College  Leader  (col- 
lege newspaper)  for  four  years  at  Fort  Hays 
Kansas  State,  has  joined  the  faculty  of  Kan- 
sas University  as  assistant  director  of  public 
relations.  He  received  his  M.A.  at  Iowa. 

He  is  the  chapter  counselor  for  the  Fort

Scholarship 

At  Delaware  a  new  scholarship  program  is 
now  in  effect. 

"Experience  proves  that  young  men  associ- 
ated for  great  purposes,  working  together 
under  the  stimulus  of  the  idealism  of  a  frater- 
nity can  better  produce  an  atmosphere  that 
makes  accomplishment  a  natural.  Good  scholar- 
ship is  one  element  of  such  accomplishment. 
Rules,  awards,  and  penalties  can  help.  Their 
value  is  largely  procedural  for  the  many  and 
necessarily    penalizing   for   the   careless    few." 

The  following  rules  are  applied  to  improve 
the  studying  conditions: 

1.  Study  hours  are  in  effect  from  7:00  p.m.  to 
7:00  a.m.  (Saturdays  excluded) 

2.  During  study  hours  all  doors  to  study 
rooms  must  remain  closed. 

3.  Any  brothers  or  pledges  abusing  study 
hours  (excessive  noise,  horseplay,  etc.)  will  be 
subject  to  a  fine. 

4.  Any  brother  who  received  below  a  2.00 
last  semester  is  being  subjected  to  limited  pro- 
bation; i.e.,  he  is  not  able  to  enjoy  the  recrea- 
tional facilities  the  fraternity  can  offer  nor  can 
he   participate  in  any  intramural  sports. 

5.  All  pledges  are  required  to  study  four 
hours  a  night,  Sunday  through  Thursday,  either 
at  the  library  with  a  brother  or  at  the  house. 

6.  Five  weeks  before  finals,  a  "Grade  Check" 
letter  will  be  sent  to  the  professors  of  each 
member  and  pledge.  These  letters  will  then  be 
sent  to  the  parents  of  all  members  and  pledges. 

7.  The  scholarship  files  have  been  completely 
brought  up  to  date. 

The  following  awards  are  being  offered  as 
incentives   towards    good   scholarship: 

1.  From  the  National:  (a)  The  Clifford  B. 
Scott  Memorial  Key  is  being  awarded  to  the 
active  who  leads  his  chapter  scholastically. 
(b)  The  Ulysses  Grant  Dubach  Award  is  pre- 
sented annually  to  the  active  member  of  each 
chapter  who  has  attained  the  greatest  improve- 
ment  from  one  semester  to  the  next. 

2.  From  the  Alumni  Board:  A  $25  award  to 
the  active  showing  the  greatest  improvement 
from  one  semester  to  the  next. 

3.  From  the  brotherhood:  (a)  A  steak  dinner 
for  all  brothers  who  receive  above  a  2.75 
(beans  for  all  men  below  a  2.75).  (b)  A  steak 
dinner  for  all  brothers  who  do  not  receive  any 
conditionals  (beans  for  those  who  receive  any 
conditionals),  (c)  A  $10  award  for  the  pledge 
who  leads  his  pledge  class  scholastically.  (d)  A 
$10  award  for  the  pledge  who  shows  the  most 
improvement  from  one  semester  to  the  next, 
(e)  Those  brothers  and  pledges  receiving  the 
highest  index  are  given  first  choice  to  move 
into  the  house. 

The  following  punitive  measures  will  be 
taken: 

1.  Any  brother  whose  index  was  below  a  2.00 
last  semester  and   receives  more   than  one   con- 
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ditional,  may  be  subject  to  suspension,  with  the 
recommendation  of  the  Scholarship  Board 
which  consists  of:  (a)  president,  alumni 
board;  (b)  faculty  advisor;  (c)  president  of 
active   chapter;    (d)    scholarship   chairman. 

2.  Any  pledge  who  receives  more  than  two 
conditionals  may  be  subject  to  be  depledged 
with  the  recommendation  of  the  Scholarship 
Board. 

3.  Any  brother  or  pledge  who  is  flunking 
more  than  one  course  five  weeks  before  finals 
will  be  subject  to  suspension  or  depledging 
with  the  recommendation  of  the  Scholarship 
Board.  This  information  will  be  obtained  from 
the  "Grade  Check"  letter  sent  to  the  proper 
professors. 

It  is  obvious  that  this  plan  will  be  effective 
only  if  there  is  a  proper  academic  attitude  in 
the  house;    we  feel  that  this  attitude  does  now 


exist   and   has  become  more  and  more   apparent 
since  the   beginning  of  the  semester.

Mom  Morton  enjoyed  extensive  contact 
with  student  groups  before  coming  to  Dela- 
ware. She  was  housemother  for  Alpha  Chi 
Omega  at  William  and  Mary  College  and 
residence  hall  director  at  the  Lutheran  Hos- 
pital in  Baltimore. 

"At  Delaware,"  Mrs.  Morton  has  said,  "fra- 
ternities have  made  gains  in  all  areas.  They 
have  realized  that  they  must  excel  in  all 
areas  in  order  to  grow,  in  order  to  improve 
themselves.  They  have  learned  a  lot  and  made 
quite  a  few  concessions  in  their  growth."  To 
Mrs.  Morton  the  fear  of  fraternities  dying  is 
a  possibility  only  if  they  kill  themselves. 

A  fraternity  and  fraternity  living  gives  a 
lot  to  a  boy  during  his  growth  in  college. 
Mrs.  Morton  feels  that  it  adds  to  his  "gra- 
ciousness"  and  general  "social  awareness." 
This  is  something  that  a  dormitory  cannot 
contribute  to  the  education  of  young  men. 

The  role  of  a  housemother  is  more  en- 
compassing than  many  people  think.  She  is 
someone  you  may  go  to  in  order  to  obtain 
advice,  or  to  whom  you  introduce  your  par- 
ents, or  the  woman  at  the  head  of  the  dinner 
table  full  of  hungry  young  men;  she  is  a 
steward,  a  seamstress,  and  a  chaperon.  Her 
job  also  entails  the  ordering  of  food,  while 
attempting  to  stay  within  a  limited  budget. 
She  tries  to  present  a  variety  of  well-balanced 
meals.  She  greets  parents,  chaperones  parties, 
and  is  hostess  at  many  teas. 

But  her  most  important  function  is  to  make 
a  pleasant  home  for  the  brothers.  Her  "pep 
talks"  have  given  a  lift  to  many  a  Sig  Ep. 
Mrs.  Morton  as  a  conscientious  housemother 
is  a  character-builder.  — Allan  Ferguson

Michigan  Sig  Eps  are  to  have  a  new  5-level, 
tower-type  fraternity  house — a  "ground-saving" 
building  designed  to  best  utilize  land  which 
has  become  an  expensive  commodity  in  univer- 
sity communities.  Samborn,  Steketee,  Otis  and 
Evans,  Toledo  engineers  and  architects,  have 
completed  plans  for  the  $310,000  building. 

Michigan  Alpha  alumnus  Bryon  West,  who 
was  president  of  the  chapter  in  1954,  is  the  firm's 
architect  in  charge  of  the  fraternity  house  de- 
sign. 

The  design  provides  for  amenities  which  will 
compete  effectively  with  attractions  of  apart- 
ment living,  yet  retain  advantages  of  fraternity 
life.  West  believes.  The  architects  coordinated 
the  fraternity  house  design  with  a  Master  Plan 
of  Johnson,  Johnson  and  Roy,  the  University's 
campus  planners,  who  explained  that  the  cor- 
ner of  Hill  and  State  Streets  represents  a  key 
entry  point  to  the  campus  of  the  future.  The 
tower-type  building,  to  be  built  at  the  Hill- 
State  comer,  thus  will  become  an  identifying 
landmark  and  focal  point  for  the  future  Michi- 
gan campus. 

Although  it  will  have  17,250  square  feet  of 
floor  space,  the  house  will  be  built  on  a  lot 
that  measures  185  by  132  feet.  The  structure 
will  have  a  2-story,  concrete  "plafform"  that 
supports  a  conventional  3-story  apartment  of 
wood-framed    brick.    The    accent    wiU    be    on    a

minimum  of  foot  traffic,  three  distinct  types  of 
sleep  areas  that  are  away  from  the  most-used 
areas  of  the  building,  and  easy-to-reach  conve- 
niences. 

Features  of  the  house  are:  housing  for  52 
men  and  two  officers,  extra-large  space  for  fra- 
ternity parties,  dining  room  to  accommodate  54 
students,  roof  that  can  be  used  as  a  sun  deck, 
study  booths  in  the  library,  movable  wardrobe 
in  each  room,  a  combination  ping-pong  and 
"mud  room,"  and  laundry  space  and  built-in 
ironing  boards  near  sleeping  areas.  There  will 
be  an  outdoor  area  for  horseshoes  and  basketball. 

There  will  be  a  choice  in  modes  of  living 
— study-sleep  rooms,  suites,  or  24-man  dormi- 
tory. Other  features  include:  space  to  handle 
large  number  of  noon-hour  diners  and  rushing 
groups;  an  entertainment  area,  accessible  to  the 
outside  and  located  so  that  sounds  will  not  be 
objectionable   to    persons   in    other   parts   of   the 


house;  a  distinct  separation  between  study  and 
sleeping  areas;  formal  and  informal  entertain- 
ment rooms;  room  at  the  entrance  for  fraterni- 
ty trophies  and  photographs;  diversity  in  the 
shapes  of  resident  rooms;  and  commons  (enter- 
tainment) areas  that  allow  for  a  wide  variety  of 
uses   and  maximum  number  of   users. 

The  University  of  Michigan  chapter  dates  to 
1912.  More  than  100  alumni  of  the  fraternity 
were  involved  in  the  planning  and  solicitation 
of  funds  for  the  new  home.  General  chairman 
of  the  drive  is  Richard  M.  Fiegel,  '55,  a  furni- 
ture executive  in  Ann  Arbor. 

Associated  with  West  in  the  design  of  the 
building  is  Erwin  J.  (Burrie)  Otis,  Jr.,  chief  ar- 
chitect with  the  Sambom-Steketee  firm  and  di- 
rector-at-large  of  the  Michigan  Alumni  Associa- 
tion. West,  who  directed  and  coordinated  the 
design,  is  president  of  the  U  of  M  Club  in  To- 
ledo.   Target    date    for   occupancy    in    late    1965.

excellent  work  in  the  establishment  of  a  worthy 
chapter  library.  Brothers  are  donating  books 
from  their  personal  libraries  while  other  desira- 
ble volumes  are  being  received  from  families 
of   members   and   from   alumni. 

■  An  orchid  to  Timothy  M.   Parsons  of  Wiscon- 
sin State  at  Stevens  Point  for  his  columns  in 

the  Pointer,  the  student  newspaper,  which  gives 


readers  an  honest  idea  of  what  an  education  and 
fraternities  are  about.  Says  he: 

"An  education  consists  of  much  more  than 
'booking.'  It's  goal  is  to  prepare  the  student 
for  life — to  acquaint  him  with  assuming  re- 
sponsibilities, to  instill  in  him  a  capacity  for 
leadership,  to  develop  to  the  apogee  his  ability 
to  live  and  to  communicate  with  his  fellow 
man.  In  other  words,  an  education  ought  to  aid 
an  individual  to  adapt  to  and  excell  in  his  en- 
vironment. It  can  do  this  only  if  the  individual 
willingly  enters  into  a  situation  where  he  does 
assume  responsibility  and  leadership,  where  he 
does  interact  with  his  fellow  men.  The  fraternity 
performs  this  function.  In  fact,  the  fraternity 
provides    a    microcosm    of    the    world    at    large. 

"Thus  the  fraternity  has  the  responsibility  to 
aid  the  university — not  to  replace  or  compete 
with  it — but  to  aid  it  in  helping  members  obtain 
the  best  possible  education,  while  experience 
in  brotherhood  teaches  them  to  expand,  to 
broaden  themselves."

A  freshman  at  O.U.,  he  is  majoring  in  areospace 
engineering.  Serving  the  pledge  class  as  social 
chairman  and  now  chairing  the  alumni  relations 
committee  and  fulfilling  the  duties  of  senior 
marshal,  he  has  played  on  the  chapter's  football, 
basketball  and  volleyball  teams  and  is  now 
playing  baseball.  Besides  being  a  member  of  the 
Student  Senate  Planning  Committee,  he  is  a 
member  of  AIAA   and   the   Engineers'  Club. 

■  Founder   Thomas    V.    McCaul,    of    Gainesville, 
Fla.,  passes  along  to  the  Journal,  the  words 

of  Carl  F.  Henry,  editor  of  Christianity  Today, 
the  most  widely  circulated  interdenominational 
church  periodical  in  the  world.  Dr.  Henry  states 
the  case  against  involvement  in  the  following 
terms: 

"The  clergy  are  divinely  commissioned  to  pro- 
claim God's  revealed  truths  and  commandments 
against  personal  and  social  evils.  Their  primary 
mission  is  to  invite  sinful  men  to  their  Savior 
and  Lord  who  shapes  a  new  character  and  mor- 
ality. As  individual  citizens,  Christians  ought  to 
be  in  the  forefront  of  concern  for  just  laws  and 
nonpreferential    treatment    by    law. 


"But  Christianity  promotes  neither  a  just  co- 
erced society  nor  a  free  unjust  society.  Its  unique- 
ness lies  in  the  power  of  revealed  religion  to 
transform  human  nature.  When  churchmen  rely 
on  social  compulsion  to  achieve  moral  objectives, 
they  neglect  regenerating  resources  for  compul- 
sive techniques;  the  evangelistic  call  gives  way 
to  the  congressional  call. 

"The  clergy  have  neither  a  divine  mandate 
nor  authority  nor  special  competence  to  articu- 
late particular  programs  of  politico-economic  ac- 
tion and  when  they  pronounce  their  fallible  ideas 
with  presumptive  piety  they  encourage  public 
doubt  about  the  church's  possession  of  an  au- 
thentic word  of  God  in  the  theological  and 
moral  realm." 

■  Indiana  University  Internships  offer  an  op- 
portunity for  professional  experience  in  stu- 
dent personnel  and  guidance  under  the  direction 
of  a  staff  trained  in  the  personnel  field.  Gradu- 
ate study  may  be  pursued  with  a  major  in  Per- 
sonnel and  Guidance,  or  in  Education,  Psy- 
chology, Recreation,  Sociology,  or  other  fields. 
Positions  provide  room,  board,  and  remission 
of  out-of-state  fees.  Additional  cash  stipends  are 
based  upon  responsibilities  assumed.  The  total 
cash  value  of  the  assistantship  for  master's  de- 
gree candidates  varies  from  $1,100  to  $2,000, 
and  for  doctoral  candidates  from  $2,000  to  $6,000. 
Stipends  which  cover  room,  board,  and  basic 
fees  are  granted  for  half-time  service  in  the 
Residence  Halls.  Additional  cash  stipends  are 
based  upon  responsibilities  assumed.  In  addi- 
tion to  the  personnel  responsibilities  in  the  halls, 
the  Resident  Assistants  carry  a  part  time  aca- 
demic program  limited  to  a  maximum  of  twelve 
hours  each  semester.  The  master's  degree  may 
be  completed  under  this  plan  in  four  semesters, 
either   with    or   without    a   thesis. 

During  the  second  year,  majors  in  Student 
Personnel  have  an  opportunity  to  serve  as  an
